tional, from 1497 to 1S18, are ten 
in number, beginning with the.

The pres- 
ent form of flag, with thirteen stripes 
and one star for each state, was 
authorized by act of Congress, April 
4, 1818.

COMMISSARS SHOT. 
The extraordinary commission 
did its best to stop this; it im- 
prisoned and even shot commis- 
sars for speculation.

In fact, its great work 
for the last year has been toabol- 
ish speculation, and its campaign 
against counter revolution and es- 
pionrtKP became of vastly less im- 
portaiu-e. for no man Is naturally 
a monarchist or an upseUor of 
governments, while all men are 
more or less business men.

of the fire department. 
They, too,

Miss Semas.

Once again talk of a bridge across San Fran- 


cisco Bay to coiraect San Francisco and the 
cities on iiie continental side has been revived.

North we rarely meet the so-called 
tropical diseases.

conditions of the North 'are not com- 
mon in the warmer countries of the 
South;

"Hookworm disease" is found the 


world around in die tropical and 
warm regions. 
it appears In Porto 


Rico and in the southern states from 
the Potomac to the Gulf of Mexico. 


The disease in America is thought 


to have been brought 
here 
from 


Africa by the negro. 
The colored 


race has become practically Immune 
through the centuries 
of 
contact 


with it. 
Now it attacks the poor 


classes of the South. 
It has been 


estimated that two million American 
citizens are thus affected. 


The disease is caused by the so- 


called "hookworm." 
This is a slen- 


der, thread-like body, 
from one- 


quarter to one-half-inch long, and 
the thickness of a hair. In the head 
are several hook-shaped teeth. 


The hookworm lives, in the small 


intestine, and, escaping from the 
body with the excretions, contamin- 
ates the soil. 
Here the 
eggs 
are 


hatched. 


It is believed that barefooted per- 


sons have been infected through the 
feet 
The hookworm or its larva 


penetrate the skin, gets into the cir- 
culation, and finally reaches the in- 
testines. 
, 


Through drinking water or food 


the eggs or larvae may reach the in- 
testines. 
Dirty hands and finder 


nails convey the infection 
to the 


mouth. In 'short, hookworm disease 
is a malady of filth. 


The contaminated soil will keep 


the infecting agent alive .for months 
unless freezing- weather kills it 


The most prominent symptom is 


anaemia. 
The skin has a nasty, 


pasty, gray or earthen pallor. -This 
is due to two factors. 


First, there is an Actual loss of 


blood, due to the blood-sucking hab- 
its of the hookworm. 


Second, there is a sort of -blood 


poisoning-, due to the waste products 
of the infecting agent.

mentally dull, physically 
nourished and undeveloped.

There may be nausea, colic, -vomit- 


ing and intestinal irritation. Swell- 
ing1 of the ankles and feet, headache 
and general discomfort .are not un- 
usual. .The patient has a feeling of 
disability, and seems unable to work 
or successfully to apply ;himself.; 


Where the infecting- agent enters 


the - body, particularly in . the soft 
tissues between the toes, there may 
develop an irritation .called "ground 
itch." 


"Where public health rules are en- 


forced the disease disappears. Pure 
drinking water, cleanliness of the 
,hands, protecting- the feet by wear- 
ing good stockings and shoes—these 
simple measures will guard against 
the disease.'
